Deputation From Parliament. 
St. Petersburg, May 21.—A bomb 
was thrown 
into the 
parliamentary 
oamp Sunday afternoon by a note re­ 
ceived by President 
Mouromtseff of 
the 
lower 
house 
from 
Peterhoff, 
which, Instead of making an appoint­ 
ment for an audience at which he and 
the deputation could present the ad­ 
dress In reply to the speech from the 
throne, 
contained 
tho 
information 
that Emperor Nicholas would not re­ 
ceive the deputation and that the ad­ 
dress must be presented through the 
ministry of the court. 
Disconcerted utterly at this unex­ 
pected development, 
the leaders of 
the majority hastily summoned in eau 
cus 
the 
Constitutional 
Democratic 
deputies. 
President Mouromtseff, in­ 
stead of sending the address to Baron 
Fredericks, m inister of the imperial 
house, immediately issued a call for a 
meeting of parliament at which he will 
report 
the occurrence 
and ask 
for 
further instructions. 
A heated m eet­ 
ing is in prospect. 


Regarded as a Challenge. 
The first disposition of the caucus 
of 
the 
Constitutional 
Democrats, 
which was in session 
all afternoon 
and evening and at midnight had not 
been concluded, was to regard the re­ 
fusal to receive the deputation as a 
challenge and an open affront which 
was only 
answerable by 
a counter 
declaration 
of 
war. 
The 
deputies 
red with rage, hut after the first 
passion 
had 
cooled, 
the 
leaders 
realized the danger of too quick action 
and set for themselves 
the task of 
bringing their enraged followers under 
control. 
Outsiders were not admitted 
to the caucus, but through the glass 
doors of the great

stitutional club it could be seen that 
Professor Mllukoff, Prince Peter Doi- 
goelroukoff and others were on their 
feet time and again pleading with and 
commanding their auditors to act de­ 
liberately and firmly and not ruin all 
by unreasoning passion.

Milwaukee, May 21.—A staff corre­ 
spondent of the Sentinel, who made 
tour of the 
district in the 
Upper 
Peninsula of Michigan covered by the 
forest fires, in 
a special train, tho 
first, train to ire through the district 
since the catastrophe, telegraphing to 
his paper says that the fire appears to 
be practically out In all 
of the dis­ 
trict, which is about 400 square miles 
in area. 
The 
fire raged for 
a dis­ 
tance 
of sixty-four miles 
along the 
Escanaba and Lake Superior railroad 
and for thirty miles beyond Channing, 
the western terminus of the road. It 
seems certain now that 2,000 persons 
are homeless in that district and that 
1,000 are left desolate at Quinnesec. 
Tile Quinnesec fire, however was of 
different origin 
from the 
Escanaba 
fire, having started in a field where 
men were pulling stumps and burn­ 
ing debris. 
This fire spread into the 
city, wiped out all the buildings, ex­ 
cept three residences and the paper 
mills. 
Then the fire spread into the 
timber and running 
north for forty 
miles, filially Joined the flames sweep­ 
ing east on Escanaba. 
It was also learned that Woodlawn 
and Kingsley, on the 
Escanaba and 
Lake Superior line, were destroyed as 
was Perkins, on 
the Northwestern. 
The strip burned along the Escanaba 
and Lake Superior road appears to be 
thirty miles wide and the alarming 
nature of tho earlier reports of the 
fire seem to be thoroughly verified by 
the trip. 
Stories 
of heroic 
battles 
against 
the 
flames are 
numerous. 


Saved by Desperate Work. 
Dozens of towns were sa v e d only by 
the most desperate 
battle with the 
flames. 
Northland, a town of 1,000 in­ 
habitants, was three times threatened. 
The fire was checked each time at a 
distance of only ten yards from the 
houses on the 
outskirts. 
First the 
fire swept toward the place from the 
north, but was 
checked when two 
residences 
were scorched. 
Wagons 
with barrels of w ater prevented the 
houses catching 
fire. 
Driven away, 
the fire swept west and then returned 
from that 
direction and 
again was 
, stopped. 
A third time, the fire spread 


into a great tract of timber south of 
the town 
which reaches 
up to the 
doors of tin' houses in that part of 
Northland, 
and a 
third time 
was 
checked. 
One m an 
who carried 
the coffin 
with 
the corpse 
of his dead 
baby 
thirty miles to Escanaba 
in his es­ 
cape from the fire went back on the 
special train 
and found 
his home 
gone but the picket fence surround­ 
ing the house untouched. 
The ashes 
of his home had been blown away by 
the gale, and the fence was the only 
evidence of hum an habitation. 
T he 
rest 
of the town 
had been 
swept 
away. 
A rem arkable feature of the fire Is 
the fact that nearly all the refugees 
are not 
disheartened, but 
are de­ 
termined 
to return and 
begin over 
again. 
They have only 
the clothes 
they wear hut say this is the fortune 
of the frontiersman, and that if their 
homes are lost, at least the fire has 
cleared the land for them and this 
much labor is saved.

Ono of the oldest and best know’n citi­ 
zens of Brainerd passed to the great be­ 
yond this morning when Martin Toohey 
peacefully breathed his last. 
Mr. Too- 
hey was ono of the pioneer builders of 
Brainerd, coming hero in the employ of 
the Northern Pacific railroad when that 
road first came hore and opened up the 
virgin forest to start tho town. 
He as­ 
sisted in building the first roundhouse 
built in this city and in laying the track 
into and through Brainerd, as yet only 
a name and a wilderness’of jack pines. 
Mr. Toohey was always an industrious, 
hardworking man who stood well in the 
eyes of those who know him and was 
active in tho life of tho young town. 
Ile probably, as much as any man now 
living, was a spectator of and participa­ 
tor in the stirring times of the early 
days. 
Ho was one of those who was 
the most fearless and heroic in the res­ 
cue of the bodies when the Mississippi 
railroad bridge wont down with a train 
loaded with passengers, and wa. an eye 
witne- to the hanging of tho two Indi­ 
ans who were executed in front of what 
is now the Last Turn saloon, for the 
m urder of a white girl. 
He worked 
continuously for the Northern Pacific 
railroad until old age compelled him to 
retire. 
M artin Toohey was about 79 years of 
ago at the time of his death, 
lie was 
born in the county of Mayo, Ireland, 
and came to America when he was a lad 
of 16 years of age. 
He was married iii 
Racine, Win., to Miss Beatrice Pender- 
gast, of that city, where the young cou­ 
ple lived for three years, after which 
they moved to Coles county. Illinois. 
It was while they were living here that 
the civil war broke out and he heeded 
the call of his adopted country, enlist­ 
ing in Co. C. 54th III. Vol. Inf., in which 
he served gallantly for four and a half 
years, winning a proud name for hero­ 
ism in the face of tho enemy on many 
occasions. 
After he returned from the 
a rm y h e —continued, to reside in Illinois 
until he came to Brainerd in 1872, 
where ho has since resided except for a 
short time when he lived on a farm near 
Motley, continuing in tho employ of the 
Northern Pacific, however. 
Mrs. Too­ 
hey died about ten years ago, since 
which time he has lived with his daugh­ 
ter, 
Mrs. 
Kathleen 
(J Connor. 
Five 
children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Toohey, four boys and one girl, 
Three 
survive, M. J. Toohey, Castle Rock, 
Wash*, Mrs. Kathleen O'Connor, of this 
city and F. H. Toohey, of Park Rapids. 
Mr. Toohey was an inmate of the Min­ 
nesota Soldiers’ home for some time 
but was very anxious to return to Brain­ 
erd and Mrs. O'Connor went down and 
brought him home only about a week 
ago. 
As soon as he got home he seemed 
to feel satisfied to die and began to fail 
rapidly until tho end came this morn­ 
ing. 
The funeral will bo held from St. 
Francis church Wednesday morning, 
unless word from absent members of 
the family compel a change.
